The figu re o f the shep herd 
is o ne th at is fo r the mo st p art 
lo st fro m o u r mo dern life, esp e­ 
cially in o u r large no n-ru ral 
co mmu nities. We o u ght to be 
thankfu l fo r bo o ks like the New 
Testam ent which help to keep 
the so u l o f the wo rld so near to 
p asto ral life and ex p erience in 
sp iritu al env iro nment and sen­ 
tim ent, at least when the actu al 
co ntact with p asto ral life has 
been so largely lo st. 
The figu re o f the shep herd, 
p articu larly the Eastern shep ­ 
herd, mo v es o ne deep ly , mo re so 
than in o u r Western wo rld where 
metho ds o f dealing with sheep 
hav e 
been 
mo re 
ro u gh 
and 
bru sq u e. The Western shep herd 
herds o r driv es his sheep , and 
o ne who o bserv ed the p ro cess 
can well recall ho w willfu l and 
cantankero u s sheep may be. Bu t 
the Eastern shep herd leads his 
sheep , as o u r lesso n so v ery 
beau tifu lly p u ts it. They kno w 
his v o ice, and they fo llo w, tho u gh 
they do no t kno w the v o ice o f 
a stranger, and they will no t fo l­ 
lo w him.

It is this figu re o f the shep ­ 
herd in his ideal character that 


o u r Lo rd so beau tifu lly , in this 
p assage, ap p lies to himself. He 
makes his religio u s au tho rity 
rest no t u p o n so me o u tward 
badge o r do cu ment, bu t u p o n 
his lo v e and dev o tio n. The claim 
th at Jesu s makes lies near to 
the reco rds o f the New Testa­ 
ment and to the reco rds o f the 
simp lest and mo st v ital Chris­ 
tian ex p erience. That is what 
has been go ing, o n in histo ry 
thro u gh the p resence and influ ­ 
ence o f Jesu s. He has bro u ght 
his lo v e into the liv es o f men 
and wo men, and they hav e re­ 
sp o nded to his lo v e. “We lo v e 
him becau se he first lo v ed u s” 
has beco me an ex p ressio n o f 
this simp lest y et highest ex p e­ 
rience. It is becau se Jesu s is the 
Go o d Shep herd that his sheep 
tru st him and fo llo w him. 
The difference between the 
sincere and co u rageo u s p asto r, 
dev o ted intensely to his flo ck, 
and the man o f p retense is well 
bro u ght o u t. The shep herd 
nev er desert his flo ck in t] 
p resence o f danger, bu t the hi] 
ling cares fo r himself and es­ 
cap es at the ap p ro ach o f p eril, 
leav ing the sheep to the mercy 
o f the enemy .

Recov ery of bu siness will not be accelerated by 
cu tting adv ertising ap p rop riations, by the re­ 
p lacing of key men with cu bs, the issu ing of 
cheap ened adv ertising literatu re or of flat idea- 
less adv ertising. 
The way ou t is only ov er the road of better 
adv ertising, p rep ared with greater thou ght and 
p laced in p eriodicals that will do the most good. 
Thou ght, care and q u ality do not necessarily in­ 
v olv e greater ex p enditu res of money , bu t they 
do req u ire more time, ex p erience and skill, and 
less singing of the blu es. 
For the p ast few y ears bu siness has been 
stru ggling in the “red” waters of dep ression. 
From the noisy sp lashings and heart-rending 
calls for help many p essimistic by standers hav e 
alm ost conclu ded tha t “Bu siness can’t come 
back,” or “The good old day s of p rosp erity are 
gone forev er.” And the bu siness leaders them ­ 
selv es— w hat are they doing at p resent to p u ll 
ou r economic stru ctu re ou t of the sea of red ink? 
Are they not tossing the “cast iron life p reserv ­ 
er” or the “su itcase fu ll of flatirons” to sav e 
the bu sinesses already ov er-bu rdened in the 
stru ggle to keep afloat and going? Are they not 
shou ting “Bu siness mu st imp rov e to help the 
cou ntry ” one minu te, and cu tting their adv er­ 
tising and p u blicity ap p rop riations the nex t? 
Some firms hav e m aintained tha t adv ertising 
is an ex p ense added to cost of distribu ting goods. 
Let u s see how that works. There seems no 
reason to dou bt that any concern that distribu tes 
reliable m erchandise can secu re and hold a 
greatly increased trade by adv ertising. W atch 
the crowd flock into a city store after a sale is 
annou nced and y ou r own ey es will p rov e it. 
Ov er and ov er again, small and obscu re firms 
hav e gone ahead in a short time, as the resu lt 
of ju diciou s p u blicity . When a store tells abou t 
its goods and solicits p atronage, p eop le feel a 
desire to see the merchandise thu s offered, and 
they also think that su ch a p lace is a liv e one 
tha t will giv e good serv ice. 
Many stores dou ble their sales in a short time 
throu gh u sing regu lar p u blicity . Bu t the ex p ense 
of su ch a store did not dou ble from the increase 
of trade. Its ov erhead costs for interest, tax es, 
rent, salaries, etc., wou ld hav e increased bu t v ery 
little. 
Thu s the adv ertising store can handle large 
deals at a p rofit both to itself and the p u blic, 
and newsp ap er p u blicity is one of the biggest 
forces tending to redu ce the cost of distribu ting 
m erchandise.
